And tho the Queen F 
was an abſolute Pattern of true Piety and De- 
votion, yet was She often afflicted with a de- 
vout Sorrow, for fear She ſhould in any Point 
fail of Her Duty to the great Creator of Hea- 
ven and Earth, by whom Kings and Princes 
Reign: She might juftly Yay with Hannah, Is 
a Woman of a Sombuſul Spirit, I Sam. i.

our Proceedings are juſt and laudable, we have 
nothing from within that claſhes with or con- 
tradicts them; but our Souls give an inward 
Approbation to them, and we find à ſenſible 
Satisfaction ariſe from their Performance, 
whereas on the contrary, if we commit Things 
blameable and unlawful, we feel an inbred 
Principle that thwarts and oppoſes us: Con- 


ſcience flies in cur Faces, and proteſts againſt 


them, for God has not left himſelf without | 


Witneſs in our Hearts, which bears Teftimony . | 


to the Reaſonableneſs of his Injunctions, and. | 


performs both parts of Judge and Executiqner, 


by puniſhing as well as, cenſuring our Diſobe- 


dience to them. Every good Action which | 


we have purpoſely omitted, every wilful Tranſ- 


greſſion committed by us, expoſes us to the 
Laſhes of this domeſtick Tormenter ; and no-—- 
thing can preſerve us from the Terrors of it, 
but 2 Life (like Her Majeſty's) that is inno- 
cent and inoffenſive: Conſcience may indeed 


be aſleep in the wicked Man, and ſo for ſome 


time let his Sins paſs unpuniſht; but it will 
certainly awake one time or another, it will 
rouze it ſelf as a Gyant refreſhed with, Wine, 
and make ſad Amends for its former Drowſi- 


neſs: Nor can we givethe Title of Peace to 
this dull Security, any more than that of Reſt 


to a ſtupid Lerbargy, that Man therefore is only 
poſſeſs d of Peace of Conſcience, who (like 
our Deceaſed Queen) has generally applyd 
himſelf co a Religious Converſation, and has 
conſtantly exercis d himſelf in this, to have a 
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Conſcience void of Offence towards God, and 
[ towards. Man. Thus as Confcience will one 
Day awaken us, we muſt not do Evil, that Good 
„nmap come of it. We muſt not rob Houſes to 
build Churches; much leſs, rob Churches to 
raiſe Families, and make Eſtates. We muſt, 
not out of an irregular Zeal for Religion, or 
a Concern for its Preſervation, run into Re- 
I bellion. We muſt not, like the Phariſees, by. 
dur Traditions make the Word of God of none Effi; 
who, amongſt other Practices of this Sort, 
taught Men that conſecrating their Subſtance 
to the Service of the Temple, diſpens'd with 
the Obligations of the fifth Commandment. 

la the next Place we muſt take Notice of 
Her Majeſty's peaceful Temper; who, tho 
he was ſucceſsful in all Her Undertakings in 
Her Wars againſt France and Spain, yet when 


ſctorious Arms, She was ſo far from thirſting 
, Raſter the Effuſion of more Chriſtian Blood, 
that She made a juſt and honourable Peace 
wich thoſe Monarchies to make Her own Sub- 
Jects eaſie: But whilſt the late bloody War 
* Zheld, it is farther to be obſerv'd, that Succeſs 
at no time lifted Her up with Pride, She aſ- 
fcribed not Hee Victory to the Strength of Her 
ov Arms, but to the Power of Fehowab, the 
great Lord of Hoſts; and therefore She often 
commanded Faſts and Days of Humiliation to 
be kept, for the imploring God to ſtand on 
Fler Side, as maintaining a Juſt Cauſe. And

ſhew thy ſelf pure, 2 Sam. xxii. 27. But beſides 
the Blefling which She hath. now receiv'd in 


Heaven, She receiv'd ſeveral Bleſſings upon 


Earth, in obtaining ſeveral ſignal Vi&ories 
over Her Enemies; for Her Victorious Armes 


made an honourable Revulſion in the Spaniſh 
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Ner ber land, a Country wont to be 988 


Inches, but by Her retriev'd (or rather r 


cuęed) in the beginning of one glorious Cam- 
paign. What a memorable Victory did Her 
Arms obtain at Hochſtet and Ramellies ? The 
happy Effects whereof latter Poſterity will 
feel, and acknowledge that theſe. great Bleſ- 
ſings ſeem'd to be Felicities reſerv'd by Heaven 
to make Her Reign as much more glorious; 
than that even of the celebrated Queen of the 
laſt Age, as that was beyond any thing either 
in our own Hiſtory, or in any other whatſo- 
ever. As brave was the Victory obtain'd at 
Audenard, where Her Majeſty's Arms were 22 

ain crown'd with great Succeſs, againſt an 
Low ſtrong and numerous, and made up of 
the Flower of Armies, with all the Advancages 
of Ground and ſituation, under a General of 
great Fame and Honour; excited co make good 
the mighty Hopes conceiv'd of him, by the 
Preſence of the moſt illuſtrious Sons of France, 
who were to owe their future Glories to his 
wiſe Leſſons, and brave Example. To meet 
theſe Difficulties, nothing, under God, but 
Britiſh Forces were behev'd ſufficient, and what 
would not they have perform'd, when infpir'd 
with a good Cauſe, and with the Love and 
Honour of our late Queen, and their Coun. 
try? Twas no wonder then, when we hear 
ſuch Forces, under. ſuch Excitements, ſhoutd 
march to meet their Enemies, with as much 
ſpeed as others fly from them; and when they 
had overtaken them fhould quite forget their 
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i Þ BY 
2 Day, and Fight as if tliey had riſen 
om Sleep, and all Refreſhnenc. Had not 
the Sun then gone down, exceſs of Courage 
hal deſtroy'd them, like an Enemy; no hu- 
man Strength could have ſuſtain'd ſuch Toil, 
much longer ; roo many of them muſt have 
ſunk under the Labours of Purſuit and Slaugh- 
ter: The Darkneſs was as needful to thoſe 
brave Men, as to the Fugitives before them. 
In the Time of Her Majeſty's moſt glorious 
Reign, Peace and Plenty abounded within our 
Borders, whilſt War and Devaſtation, Poverty 
and Miſery, marcht thro' moſt of the Coun- 
ties in Chriſtendom. But that which will 
crown Her Memory with eternal Fame and 
Glory, is Her happy accompliſhing that in one 
Year, which never could be brought to Per- 
fection in an Age before; I mean the happ 
Union of Two Kingdoms, whereby the Names 
of England and Scotland are loſt now in that of 
Great-Britain. Now how good: and pleaſant 
this Union is, will appear from the Miſeries 
which both did ſuffer, when they were inde- 
pendent Kingdoms, under different Sovereign- 
ties, and muſt have felt again, ſhould they 
have been again divided. The continual Dit- 
ſentions and Feuds between. them, particularly 
in the Reign of three of our Edwards, and 
which were not quite ſuppreſt in leſs than 300 
Years, the frequent Incurſions they made into 
each others Country, ravaging, burning and 
deſtroying whatever came in their way , that 
deluge of Blood of Nobles and others, of both 
Ft: Nations

Nations, that was ſhed in many Skirmiſhes and 
Battles, beſides thoſe dreadful ones at Bannock's- 
Bourn, Haly-down-Hill, and Flodden-Fields, un- 
grateful Names! Which our Chronicles are 
full of, may give us a diſmal, but juſt View" 
of what muſt again have been the Conſequen- 
ces of two independent Sovereignties in the. 
ſame Iſland ; eſpecially when the ancient Ene- 
mies of one, and Allies of the other, would 
not have fail'd to improve the Advantageous 
Opportunity of carrying on their own Ambi- 
tious Deſigns to the Ruin of both. The leaſt. 
Miſchief of ſuch a Separation, muſt have been 
the keeping up of ſtanding Armies to man the 
Garriſons, and guard che Frontiers on both 
Sides: making a Seat of War a Scene of Con- 
fuſion, Blood and Deſolation; how good then 
is this Union, - which we are ever bound to 
Queen Arne, for bringing to paſs? For now, 
Ephraim ſhall no longer envy; «dab, nor 

udob vex Ephraim'; their old Contentions and. 
Animoſities ſhall ceaſe, and being intirely united 
they ſhall fly upon the ſhoulder s of t be Phili ſtines, they 
2 en e ee and like N 
phant Conquerours, trcad upon their Necks. 
Her Charity was indeed very great to all 
that wanted it, eſpecially to the poor Clergy; 
and her Juſtice impartial, as knowing that all 
ſuch who have the Sword of Juſtice committed 
to their Charge, are ordain'd of God, as his 
Vicegerents, and therefore in their Office 
ought to imitate his righteous Adminiſtration. 
Truly here I might be very high in the Enco-
